To geta sailto act well, 
hoist wall up and bowss the tack down after- 


wards ; always place tha boat head to wind be. 


fore setting sail ortakingin, When reefiog, 


haul out the reef caricgain the same order 
an bending forward first, then aft; the slack 
bites of bult rope between the reef cringlea 
(called dog'a lugs) should ba‘deubled in snug- 
iy un the boum, and the sail rolled up aver 


them. Tia the reef points tight, and ace 
thot the reef band is atraight along the top, 
or the sail may be torn when eotting. This 
frequently happens, too, when shaking out a 
teet through letting go lhe earrings betore 
all the reet pointsara gave.’ In either case 
one poist of the canvas ie aubjected to all 
the strain, that should be dispersed over the 
whole boom. Sails should never be furled 
or stowed until thurouglly dry, as they very 
soon get apotted with mildew. Not many 
things indicate a slovenly boatman moro 
dearly than a badly-rolled-up sil, The 
yard aud bocm having been placed together, 
clear of the slack sail, get hold of the leach, 
and atreteh it along on the spare, keeping it 
ao until the after part of the sail is neatly 
rolled up, the bulk of slack suil being kept 
forward and the part of the canvas tight to 
form a akin which covers the whele, ao that 
when a little soiled it is not noticeable when 
set. — Work,

They 
vill probably change hands as promptly 
when hostilities cease, but juat now the 
national fag is a danger, not a protection. 
Aa te the warsbips, the Chiaese authorities 
profess to know all about them, to be 
satisfied that they merely repair injuries 
in preparation for the task appuinted to all 
Chineso by tho Vermilion Pencil itself, 
which is to rout the peatilent Japanese ont 
of their Iairs. So for the routing has been 
the other way. Significant also is the mes- 
mye of China seeking to engoge officers in 
Barape for the command of her naval forces, 
But it will taka time and monay, much of 
both, to repair late losses; and, whatever 
ita futura development may be, China's navy 
has for the time being ceased to count in the 
struggle. . 

Before we inquire to what this collapse 
may be due, lot us notice that the evant by 
itself, is of some significance. The great 
Napoleon held thal, once the Obinese found 
themselves afloat, the time wae at hand for 
what Mirabeau called the culbute générale. 
The Emporor conceived it possible that ci- 
vilisation might have todetend ite very ex- 
iatence aguinat the Chines by sea, as it 
ones did with the Tartars along the Dooubs 
and tha Volga.
